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YOUR LICENSE PLEASE: FROM WPSS NEWSLETTER 


An enterprising con man has devised a new scheme for procuring radio equipment. He stop: 
cars with antennas, identifies himself as being from the FCC, and asks to see the oper- 
ator's license. Most of those stopped are unlicensed outlaws on the Citizen's Band. When 
they cannot produce licenses, he explains that the equipment will have to be confiscated, 
In most cases, the operator gladly turns over the set, being happy to get off without 
fines, jail terms, ect. And the con man adds another CB Rig to his collection. 


WPSS Newsletter advises 
everyone, nevertheless, to carry the original or a photo copy of your operator's license

He obtained prices of approximately $100.00 for 2500 sheets which is about 
a 2 year supply and approximately $150,00 for 5000 sheets which is about a 4 year supply 
as 120 papers are printed now per month, A motion was made by Roger, WB6ARK and seconded 
by Ken, W6HHC to authorize purchase of 5000 sheets et $150,00, Motion approved, 


The Annual Raffle was discussed and a call made tm Henty Radio to check on the prices of 
the prizes as to dete, 


President Art reported that a Nominating Committee should be appointed at the next 
meeting as October meeting will not be a business meeting. 


DUES: It is the reconmendation of the Board that the dues for the 1976 year be $8.00 
per year for menbers 20 years and older, $3.00 for additional members of the same house- 
hold and $3,00 for members 19 years old and under, A motion was made by Ken, W6HHC and 
seconded by Roger, WE6ARK, Motion was approved, This will have to be presented to the 
club for two consucutive business meetings as a motion and then can be passed by a 2/3 
vote of the members present, This is an aumendment to the By-Laws. 


The auction was discussed, Two changes were made to last years rules, 1, That the 
seller's registration fe¢be 10% of listed minimum acceptable bid to a $1.00 maximum, 
The maximum zegistration fee a seller would have to pay will be $1.00, 2.

A few rules adopted by the Board for this year's auction are as follows: 


1. There will be a seller's registration fee of 10% of listed minimm acceptable 
bid to a $1.00 maximm, Example: 3 items with a minimum bid of $6.00, seller 
registration fee is .60 cents. 3 items with a minimm bid of $15.00, seller 
registration fee is $1.00. This should be paid to Ted, K6LJA, upon arrival.

2. After receipt of sellers registration tee, Ted will assign each seller with a 
seller's number, This number will be used in conjunction with an item number 
to identify all items to be sold.
